FLAMES AND FALLING WALLS. 
Evansville Business Firm* Sustain Losses 


of About 8300,000. 


EVAJJSVILLE, Ind., Jan. 1.— Fire broke 


wut in the Miller Brothers' dry-goods store 
about seven oc'lock last evening. In a few 
minutes the whole building was in flames. 
It was one large room, forty by one hun- 
dred and fifty feet, containing a stock 
estimated at nearly SiOO.OOO. The building 
was a mere shell, valued at about 86,000. 
Both the stock and the building were a total 
loss, the flames spreading so rapidly that 
nothing was saved. 
The fire ignited C. F. 


Schmidt & Co.'s music store. The place 
will prove almost a total loss. The stock 
is estimated at .-jl4,000; insurance, S8,OUO. 
George S. bonntag & Co.'s hardware store 
stood next, and was ruined by falling walls. 
C. C. Tunny's hat store, on the other side of 
the alley from Miller Brothers, was badly 
damaged botii by lire ami w.itur. The loss 
oil the stock and buildings is estimated at 
S12,OJO. The Trllr^ne-ycws building was 
damaged by walls falling against it 
John 


Ingle iSc Co.'s coal ofllce in the rear wag de- 
stroyed. The insurance will only cover 
about half of the entire loss.

Bt-org* Washington Child* Announces that 


the Necessary JPands to Believe Ganentl 
Grant Have Been Raised. 
NEW YOKK, Jan. l.—George W. Chtlds, 


»f Philadelphia, came to this city yesterday, 
and after a brief visit to the office ot 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., he went up-town 
»nd had a long interview with General 
Grant He also saw Mr. William II. Van- 
derbilt at his house, and, after dinner at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, he took the four 
o'clock train back to Philadelphia, The re- 
sult of his visit to General Grant and Mr. 
Yauderbilt did not transpire. 
Cyrus W. 


Field awaited Mr. Childs in his office until 
after four o'clock, but heard nothing from 
him. To a reporter Mr. Field said: "I 
don't understand it at all, for I h»ve

in 
telegraphic 
communication 


with Mr. Childs all through this mat- 
ter,

MONEY NOT DELIVERED. 


Postal Notes Create a Fund Exceeding 


That of Other Money Transportation 
Methods. 
WASHINGTON*, Jan. 1.—The report of the 


Superintendent of the money-order division 
of the Post-oflice Department contains 
Bouie figures which show the utter lack ot 
security in using the postal-note. 
During 


the fiscal year the public confidingly pur- 
chased upwards of 87,000,000 worth of this 
paper, and at the end of the year the de- 
partment held 8157,000 to the credit of the 
postal-note fund which had not been claimed 
by its lawful owners. During the same 
period upvvaid of 822,000.000 in monej 
orders were sent through the mails. Ol 
this amount about 
5800,000 was 
re- 


paid to the senders, and at the end 
of the year §150,000 remained unclaimed. 
It will 
be seen 
that 
although the 


value of money-orders issued was three 
times as great as the value of postal notes 
sold, the amount of the latter'unpaid at the 
end of the year exceeded the former by 
§7,000. 
Judging from statistics of tlie 


money-order service and of the dead-letter 
office, however, it is more than likely that 
the postal-note delusion will add to the 
money-order funds piled up in New York at 
leaot 575,000 for the liscai year 18S5. 
Thib 


money-order fund now amounts to nearly 
81,500,000. 


Railway Construction, 


CHICAOO, Jan. 1.—The Railway Age 


publishes returns of railway construction in 
the United States in 1834, collected from 
official sources. The total of new main- 
line track added during the year was a little 
under 4,000 miles. This is about 3.000 
miles less track than was laid in 1883, and 
about 7,000 miles less than the total reached 
in 1883, and is also 
much less than 


for any of the 
three 
years preced- 


ing 1882. 
Minnesota and Iowa, with 279 


miles each; Dakota. 269 miles; Pennsyl- 
vania, 252 miles: Mississippi, 246 miles; 
Wisconsin, 224 miles, and Oregon 218 
miles, were the largest builders, while Ver- 
mont, with four miles, was the smallest. 
The railway mileage was increased in every 
State except the little "finished common- 
wealths" of New Hampshire and Khode 
Island. The railway mileage has increased 
51,000 miles in the past ten years and the 
total is now 125,500 miles.
